5 TUDENTS OUTRA GED A T TUITION HIKE

leaders across Ontario arc react- 
ing angrily to the recent tuition 
lee increase announcement, uni- 
yersity administrators arc prais- 
ing the government's decision to 



increase education funding by ents.

"Don't proclaim that uni- 
versities are open to everyone 
and then slide a large tuition 
increase under the door," said 
Karen Dubinsky, chairperson of 
the Ontario Federation of Stud- 



Ministry 



Colleges and Universities an- 
nounced January 23 that tuition 
would rise by ten per cent. The 
universities are also free to add 
a discretionary fee of up to 
another ten per cent. 

University of Toronto stud- 
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ory ten per cent increase, since 
the university levied most of the 
discretionary fee last year and 
fees are already ten per cent 
above the 1980-81 base figure. 
U of T president James Ham 
said he was not displeased with 
the tuition announcement. 

**I do not regard that as 
socially unfair," he said, adding 
that he feels students must bear 
more of the costs of education. 
He would like to see tuition 
represent 20. per cent of the 
costs, rather than the current 14 
per cent. 

Ham also said he was 
"modestly encouraged" by the 
funding increase often per cent. 
Peter Galway, U of T 
student council president, said 
he was outraged by the increase. 
He said the quality of education 
has declined significantly be- 
cause of underfunding. 

"You* re asking people to 
pay for an education that's not 
worth it," Galway said. 

At Uie University of Ottawa, 
rector Roger Guidon said he 
was happy with the funding 
increase and said he hopes "this 
is the beginning of the univer- 
sity restoration." 

Meanwhile, U of O student 
council president Pierre Chabot 



called the fee hike "a kick in the itio" hike. 



face by Toronto." 

Carleton president William 
0eckel said he will recommend 
the university board of govern- 
ors levy the full ten per cent 
optional fee "because we need 
jt**. He cited the current deficit, 
program needs and increased 
costs as making this increase 
necessary. 

Greg McElligott, Carleton 
student coucil president, said, 
«*the province has essentially 
declared war on education and 
tlie prime casualties are going to 
t>e the students." 

According to Kirk Falconer, 
'treasurer for the National Un- 
ion of Students, steady under- 
funding over the past five years 
has forced most Ontario institu- 
tions to make major cutbacks 
jiist to maintain themselves. 

NDP education critic Ted

OmWA [CUP] - Canadian 
J^»versity Press-Media Services 
(CUP-MS) was launched off- 
icially January 26 when two 
newspapers took the plunge and

paper, the Uniter, beat out the 
Varsity at the University of 
Toronto to become the first to 
sign the contract. 

And papers at the University 
of Lethbridge, Douglas and 
Capilano colleges in Vancouver, 
Okanagan College in Kelowna, 
B.C., and Seneca College in 
Toronto, joined the ranks later 
in the week. 



CUP-MS, launched less than 
a month ago by members of the 
co-operative news service or- 
ganization, Canadian Univer- 
sity Press, will solicit national 
advertising for the 62 member 
papers of CUP. 

National advertising makes 
up an average of 25 per cent of 
student newspapers' funds. 

The student council at the 



University of Winnipeg, which 
is legally the publisher of the 
Uniter, was whole-heartedly in 
support of CUP-MS. 

"There was really no reason 
they wouldn't be," Linda Wil- 
liamson, editor of the Uniter, 
said. "CUP-MS is the ideal 
student owned business. All 
profits remain in the organiza- 
tion and return back to the

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CUPID IS ALIVE AND WELL

With Valentine's Day just 
around the corner, a Laurentian 
University survey proved that 
true love is not dead after all. 
With the incidence of marital 
break-up on the rise and 
commonlaw unions replacing 
the traditional unit, it would 
appear that people have adopt- 
ed a rather negative attitude 
towards marriage. However, a 
survey among first-year Lauren- 
tian students revealed that 
indeed Cupid is alive and well 
and living at Laurentian. 

This survey was conducted 
by Doctor Henry Radecki's 
Sociology of the Family class in 
October of 1980. The direction 
of the questionnaire was aimed 
at the attitudes of Pirst-year 
students towards the prospects 
of marriage, children and the 
opportunity of mate selection 
while attending university. 

A total of 1S4 students were 
surveyed equally divided bet- 
ween male and female. Al- 
though there was quite a range 
in ethnicity, English and French 
were the predominant groups 
making up 35 per cent and 39 
per cent respectively of all the 
female students and 41 per cent 
and 31 per cent of the male 
students. The majority (57 per 
cent) of all the respondents were 
from the Professional schools, 
27 per cent from the Arts, and 
the balance from the Sciences. 
The respondents were asked 
to answer a number of ques- 
tions about mate selection, 
marriage and children. These 



were divided into three areas: 
their attitudes towards mar- 
riage; did they expect to marry; 
did they see University as 
helpful towards flnding a mate. 
The surprise came when the 
data from the first area was 
compiled. Rather than an 
epidemic of negative reactions 
as was expected (or perhaps 
more appropriately termed the 
"Hell-no-we-won't-go" synd- 
rome) 94 per cent of all the 



respondents answered the ques- 
tion "What do you think of 
marriage?" by such comments, 
"as little as possible; too easy to 
get into, too hard to get out of; 
who needs it?" and "1 don't 
believe in marriage. My parents 
are divorced." 

There was a significant dif- 
ference in attitudes among the 
different faculties: §8 per cent 
of Professional school students 
had a positive attitude towards 




respondents displayed a positive 
attitude towards the traditional 
marriage. Although the females 
were generally more positive 
than males, the difference was 
insignificant. However, both 
sexes agreed that love and 
mutual respect were the major 
ingredients of a successful mar- 
riage. Romantic notions were 
evident in comments like "som- 
eone to love and to love you," 
and "someone to share your life 
with. ..to take care of," but 
many responded in a less 
personal way by viewing mar- 
riage as a service to society, 
"essential for the preservation 
of the traditional family" and a 
"necessary part of society". 
Only 6 per cent of our 



marriage as compared to 91 per 
cent for the Sciences and 90.4 
per cent for the Arts. However, 
this difference was even more 
significant among inales in each 
area of study. In the Profes- 
sional schools, 100 per cent of 
the male students had a positive 
attitude but only 84 per cent of 
male Science students and 89 
per cent of male Art students 
displayed this same attitude. 

In order to evaluate the 
effect socio-economic back- 
ground of the students had on 
the attitudes towards marriage, 
each respondent was put into a 
category according to their 
father's occupation. Students 
from blue-collar families made 
up 44 per cent of the respon- 



dents, white-collar was 51 per 
cent and "no-work" category 
made up the difference of 5 per 
cent. While the differences 
proved to be inconsequential, 
perhaps what was significant 
was the females from blue- 
collar families showed 100 per 
cent positive attitude towards 
marriage as compared to 94 per 
cent females of white-collar 
families. 

Concerning the next area of 
the survey, "Do you expect to 
marry?", the results again were 
generally very positive; how- 
ever, what was significant to 
note was that in considering the 
ethnicity of the respondents, 
those of French origin seemed ■ 
to be far more certain that their 
future plans would include 
n liage than did the English 
students. 100 per cent of the 
French students, comprised of 
both males and females, felt 
certain that they would one day 
marry, while on the average, 
only 90 per cent of the English 
students felt the same way. 
Also surprisingly, of all the 
English respondents, it was the 
males rather than the females 
who appeared to be more 
optimistic in this area although 
the difference was slight. These 
findings seem to coincide with 
the widely held belief that the 
attitudes of the French towards 
marriage and the family have 
traditionally been more posi- 
tive. 

Another interesting point 
from the survey dealt with the 
size of the respondent's fam- 
ilies. Those who came from 
larger families had more posi- 



tive attitudes concerning their 
expectations to marry than did 
those from smaller families. 
Surprisingly, 100 per cent of all 
the respondents who came from 
larger families (over 5 siblings) 
expected to marry someday and 
nearly the same percentage 
wanted larger families them- 
selves. Only 90 per cent of 
those from smaller families 
(under 2 siblings) had the same 
expectations. 

In the last area, the first-year 
students were asked whether or 
not university helped them 
towards finding a mate. 
Generally, all the responses 
were positive towards the op- 
portunities made available at 
university for finding a mate. 
Once again, however, there was 
a difference in attitude between 
the sexes. Only 84 per cent of 
the females were positive as 
compared to 90 per cent of the 
males. 

While the responses from the 
different faculties were general- 
ly positive, fairly major distinc- 
tions were made between the 
Arts students and the Science 
students. For example, 94 per 
cent of both male and female 
Arts students responded fav- 
ourably to the question of 
university as compared to 76 per 
cent of the male and female 
Science students. Another 
distinction noted was that fe- 
male Arts students had a 91 per 
cent positive attitude while the 
female Science students had 
only 69 per cent. 

Although there were the 

favourable responses, some

of expenditure are national 
defense programs and hire a 
student campaigns and employ- 
ment centres. 

"It seems the government is 
placing a higher priority on 
miUtary training than on job 
creation," said Parr. "Much of 
the defense allocation does not 
create any jobs." 

According to Parr, 60 per 
cent of the defense area of job 
creation is for cadet training, a 
six week course for teenagers of 
between 13 and 18 years. 
Participants are not paid a 
wage, but instead are given a 
$100 bonus if they complete the 
course. 

Yet, Hallam Johnson, execu- 
tive director of the employment 
development branch of the 
Ministry of Employment and 
Immigration, disagrees that em- 
phasis has been placed on 
military job training. He consi- 
ders that the $20 million 
cutback is a "generalized reduc- 



tion" across the. board whic'i 
does not favour any area. 

Johnson did not feel the 
programs would suffer much 
due to the reduction. "There 
has been a history of varied 
funding." 

However, Johnson did admit 
"of course, the number of jobs 
does fluctuate with the level of 
funding." 

Johnson said increases in the 
expenditure for hire a student 
campaigns and employment of- 
fices would mean that area 
would be able to maintain the 
current level of service. 

But, says Parr, the employ 
ment centres only indirectly aid 
students. 

"They are supposed to help 
students find jobs. Only a few 
students are directly employed 
by the centres," he said. 

"What is needed is a strong- 
er committment to the areas of 
the program that directly create 
jobs for students," he added.

administers the contract with 
Youthstream Canada Ltd., the 
current solicitor of national 
advertising for CUP newspa- 
pers. 

"But there was no consider- 
ation of Youthstream," said 
Blythe. "The staff was tired of 
dealing with Youthstream." 

"After three years of negoti- 
ations with Youthstream for a 
new contract they still didn't 



offer the membership an accep- 
table contract," said William- 
son. 

"Finally we said enough is 
enough and developed CUP- 
MS," she said. 

"Our publication board loo- 
ked at the two organizations ~ 
CUP and Youthstream ~ and 
saw the one that can be wholly' 
owned and controlled by stu- 
dents as the better step," said 
Dale Lakevold, a Meliorist 
staffer. 



Blythe said the Varsity really 
does not have anything to lose 
because it could solicit ads on its 
own if Media Services were to 
fail but, he said, "1 have 
complete faith that the organi- 
zation will succeed." 

At presstime, circulation for 
CUP-MS had reached a total of 
73,000 and according to CUP 
vice-president Michael McEvoy, 
this figure should reach 100,000 
by March 1, 1981. 



Montreal [CUP - The fine arts 
student association at Concor- 
dia University is petitioning to 
have SAGA foods services 
removed from their building. 

Major complaints about the 
service have been prices, quality 
of vegetarian food, cafeteria 
hours, maintenance, clean-up 
services and vending machines. 

"Students have been coming 
to us to complain about the high 
food prices and to demand an 
improvement in the quality of 
the food," said association 
vice-president Marie- Josee Dau- 
phinais. 

Association member Reg Je- 
nnings has heard other comp- 
laints. "The vending machine 
services are outrageous. The 
machines eat money and for a 
refund the student has to go and 
get one on the seventh floor (of 
another building)," he said. 

Concordia SAGA director 



Moe White has not heard of the 
petition. 

"This is news to me," he 
said. "I'd have to see the 
petition to see what they're 
talking about. 

"We're always open and 
always ready to listen to comp- 
laints from students," said 
White. 

The petition is the second 
phase of a three part program to 
either improve SAGA services 
or have them removed. The first 
step was negotiations with the 
building director to make alter- 
native arrangements. 

"Our third step is to encour- 
age people to eat elsewhere 
when spring comes," said Jen- 
nings. 

"Our plan is to put pressure 
on SAGA to better their services 
and if that doesn't work we will 
change companies if possible," 
said Dauphinais. 



LU swim cJub successful -but unknown

"The swim club of Laurentian University may be 
better known by some of its European competitors 
than by Laurentian students," said Dr. Tihanyi, 
swim club coach. 

It seems that low-profile sports such as 
cross-country and swimming often fail to capture the 
public eye. It is unfortunate for the Laurentian 
student community at large that they could spend 
three to four years at the University without so much 
as an inkling as to what they are missing. 

Dr. Tihanyi is in his eighth year as coach of the 
swim club, which has both Sudbury community 
members and Laurentian students on it roster. As 
coach, he has seen one of the team members find a 
spot on the Olympic team that competed against 
West Germany, New Zealand, Norway, Japan and 
the U.S.A. He hopes to continue this trend by 
grooming his swimmers for the upcoming 1984 
Olympics. 

One of those swimmers is 
December's athlete of the month, 
involved in swimming since the 
Through hard work, serious training and the 
guidance of Dr. Tihanyi, she has been ranked 
number one in the C.I.A.U. in the 50, 100 and 200 
meter free-style events.

NDP Gets Blues

Just in case anyone needs additional proof of tiie general 
"shift to the right" that is sweeping the continent, take a look 
at the political scene right here in Sudbury. 

This former NDP stronghold, at least.provincially, is about 
to elect a Progressive Conservative as its representative to the 
provincial parliament. Local Tories are almost gloating over 
their impending victory; winning in this riding is going to be 
the "icing" on the Davis majority government. 

The growing impotence of the trade union movement is 
becoming painfully more obvious each day. Does anyone, for 
instance, consider the recent hospital strike anything but a total 
defeat for CUPE? The public has turned increasingly against 
unions in general and that rather ominous sentiment seems to 
be gathering increasing support. 

The NDP, both federal and provincial branches, has not yet 
learned the lessons of the last federal election. The public sees 
the NDP and the unions as two halves of the same 
organization; that connection costs the party a lot of support 
and will not provide many seats in the Legislature. The "left" 
has become less and less in touch with the political reality and 
has suffered accordingly. Take, for example, the rather 
disjointed effort and dismal failure of the MAC in the last 
municipal election in Sudbury. 

Laurentian has often been perceived by the public to be an 
NDP stronghold. That perception, or the accuracy of it, is 
debatable but it is one that is shared by many people. In fact, 
we have been unable to exert any real political pressure and 
have not been very successful in motivating Sudburians or 
initiating debate. We have to question why a university, 
traditionally a source of intellectual leadership, has been 
unable to play a greater role in the discussion of political topics 
and issues. We should also consider whether or not we can 
correct this failure. 

We must begin to pay closer attention to politics. We have a 
responsibility to lead the debate, not to sit and watch it take 
place. We must also begin to watch out for our own interests. 
What, for example, will happen to universities when and if the 
Tories win a majority, since the government seems committed 
to its policy of cutbacks and restraint. What are the possible 
ramifications of having a PC member from Sudbury? Will it 
be to our benefit or detriment? 

The Tories enjoy a good degree of public support and that 
support will probably increase ,with a majority goveriunent. 
The university community cannot afford to sit by and watch 
events take place. This is especially true in Laurentian's 
situation. We ihust share in the shaping of our future and one 
of the means available to us in the political process. We cannot 
avoid it.

It is an unfortunate fact that 
public awareness of the prob- 
lems currently facing universit- 
ies is not very high. This is 
particularily true of public 
attitudes to the unique problems 
of the university student. The 
'reaction of most people to the 
change in the government's 
approach to university funding 
will be that students will have to 
, pay higher tuition fees next 
year. The question of whether 
increases in tuition affect acces- 
sibility is as yet unsolved but 
one has to ask what these 
increases will do to Ontario's 
long held belief in a system of 
relatively free education. The 
tuition fees at Ryerson Poly- 



technical Institute this fall have 
increased by almost fourty per 
cent over the 1979 figures. If 
any union demanded a similar 
increase in wages, public sup- 
port would be extremely low. 
Yet the public seems willing to 
allow the provincial government 
to extract this amount from 
students; students whose earn- 
ing power is considerably less 
than the average industrial 
labourer. 

Another purely negative ef- 
fect of the new provincial 
funding formula is that it tends 
to pit one university against 
another. The pool of prospec- 
tive students entering university 
has diminished considerably 
over the last decade; universities 



are more than ever competing 
for students. Universities, when 
trying to attract students, have 
always tried to put themselves in 
the best light. But now a new 
factor has been introduced, 
namely the economic element. 
A school can now concievably 
say "we offer the best for less. 
There is a growing tendancy on 
the part of University Recruit 
ing officers to resort to crass 
marketing techniques that put a 
whole new meaning to the term 
"hard sell". It all leaves an 
extremely bad taste in the 
mouth of anyone who may hold 
the naive opinion that institut- 
ions of higher learning might be 
above that sort of thing.

Seattle [CUP] ~ Photocopies of two pages from 
a Ku Klux Klan leaflet have appeared at the 
University of Washington, but authorities are 
unsure who distributed them or whether there is 
any klan activity on campus. 

The leaflets, which were tacked to bulletin 
boards in the student union building and in some 
residences, bear the name of the "Klan Youth 
Corps" and "affiliate of the Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan." 

Small stickers with racist messages have 
appeared pasted to walls and Ught poles in the 
university district, as has racist graffiti, reports 
the campus newspaper, the Daily. 

Mayor Charles Royer has proposed that the 
current $250 fine for defacing public property be 

increased if racist slogans are involved. 

University police Lt. Bill Dougherty, assigned 

to investigate the matter, has "checked with 

Seattle schools, city police, the FBI, etcetera, 

with no leads whatever." 

David Stahl of the Anti-Defamation League 

of B'nai Brith, says he "would not jump to the' 

conclusion that there is a Klan organization inl 

this area. I would not want to aid those who- 

would spread fear and hatred." 
The first of two pages 

reproduced begin.'!, "uptight 

about schools... or just about 

niggers?" It then gives short 

sentences containing images of 

black students as gangs of 

"thugs" and "cannibals." 
The leafiet concludes with a 

call for segregation of schools,; 

leading to the ultimate "solu 

tion to America's racial prob 

lem: total racial separation 

preferably through black repa- 
triation to Africa." 

Five cross burnings have 

been reported in western Wash- 

(ington in past months. In 
December, two cars and the 
front of a minority-owned store' 
were spray-painted with the 
initials KKK. 

Klan literature similar to thei 
handbills on campus has ap-, 
peared in highschools. There,; 
the material promotes "guerilla' 
training" so white students can' 
learn "to protect their rights."
